The 
history of manufacturing shows the 
same course, We are told that the 
extended use of power has made the 
work of the world less arduous and 
shortened the hours of labor. Man's 
progress depends largely upon his ca- 
pacity to do work, which 1s the result |. 
of the expenditure of energy. ‘The 
use. of power has multiplied hig ca- 
pacity a hundredfold. The man with 
the hoe, dull and uncomprehending, is 
passing, and in his stead we-find ‘the. 
man with wits keen to direct” and: 
‘hands skilled to control the energy 
which doubles ‘hii: own a score, 
whether. it. be the four-horse team, the 
steam engine, or the gasoline tractor. 
Through the agency of well _adapted
